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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As requested by applicants, claim 8 has been 
cancelled. Claims 1-7, 9, 10 are pending. Regarding the 112 rejection set forth, applicants argue that the recitation "oligomerizing" of 
claim 1 (b) clearly support the "octenes and dodecenes" of claim 7. However, the examiner disagrees. Applicants must recognize that the 
recitation of "oligomerizing" of claim 1 teaches that the I-C4 is to be polymerized to form oligomers. There is not an indication in claim 1 to 
support that oligomers (low molecular weight polybutenes) are octenes or docecenes. Applicants must recognize that octenes and 
doecenes are monomers, not oligomers. Regarding applicants' argument that Pierottie et al. do not disclose the use of NAFION® and 
believes that oligomerization does not take place in Pierottie et al., applicants fail to recognize that Pierottie et al. and Harmer et al. 
disclose aluminosilicate. Regarding the rest of applicants' argument that Pierottie et al. do not teaching oligomerization, the examiner 
believes that since Pierottie et al. and Harmer et al. both disclose aluminosilicate. Therefore, the rationale for the rejection set forth June 
26, 2007 is considered adequate, especially in view of the 1 12 rejection set forth. The examiner has a reasonable basis to maintain the 
rejection set forth since the claims as written are not in allowable conditions. 
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
